Mild Reservationists may Yet 
Save Covenant. | 
Compromise Outlook Bright 
at End of Long Session. 


Both Sides Seen Willing at

the committee reservations with the 
preamble stricken out also was un- 
certian, but it was learned he had 
written a letter to Senator Hitch- 
cock which the latter will lay before 
a conference of Democratic Sena- 
tors tomorow morning.

WILL SEEK NEW JUDGMENT. 


Benjamin M. Stanbury, attorney 
for J. L. Blodgett, announced yes- 
terday that he will file in Judge 
Valentine's court a motion to set 


aside a Judgment. given last Friday, 
that defeated an effort of Mr. Blod- 


gett to gain Possession of an auto- 
mobile that Mrs. A. L. Miller had 


mortgaged to him. 

The court found that a contract 
Mra Miller made with Mr. Blodgett 
when she borrowed money on the 
car was void under the terms of the 
act relating to personal property 
brokers: that the act provides that 
any contract relating to the loan of 
money secured by personal property, 
mortgage or pledge or other similar 
contract, is void if it provides for 
compensation for such a loan, by 
interest or other charge, amounting 
in the aggregate to more than 2 per 
cent. a month. 

Atty. Stansbury declares this act 
Was repealed a year ago, and will 
ask that the judgment be set aside 
on that ground. He said the com- 
pensation provided for in the loan 
contract is that allowed by law. 
Hu statement of the main facts 
of the case is as follows: 

Mrs. Miller and her husband 
bought a car, paying $1000 down, 
and soon fell $400 behind on the 
time payments they agreed to make. 
The car was about to be taken away 
from them, so they borrowed $1875 
from Mr. Blodgett, who took a bill 
of sale on the car and gave a lease 
eontract, providing that the car was 
not to be taken out of the State 


without his written consent. The 


Millers did not make the payments 
provided for and Mr. Blodgett after 


a time filed a claim and delivery 
action; the Sheriff was two weeks in 
serving the papers, and then the 
Millers went to Mr. Blodgett's at- 
torney and “induced” him to take 
the delinquent payments, which ac- 
eeptance was not in accordance with 
Mr. Blodgett’s wishes Within 
twenty-four hours the Millers left’ 
the State in the car, they were in- 
Aicted for embezzlement at the in- 
stance of Mr. Blodgett, a reward 
of $100 was offered for their arrest 
and they were detained by the Chief 
of Police at Salt Lake City, who sent 
the car here to the Sheriff but re- 
leased the Millers, as a warrant did 
not arrive at the Utah capital soon 
enough for him to hold them.
